Mrs. Mattie Crews of East Alton, on 
whose complaint George Briggs of Alton 
is in jail on the charge of embezzlement, 
now says she let him have $1060 because 
he made such lovely love to her. 

Mrs. Crews is 56. Briggs is 3% and 
married. Mrs. Crews says she thought 
until a month ago that he was single. 
She became acquainted with Briggs two 
years ago, when he boarded for a time 
at the Crews Hotel, conducted by Mrs. 
Crews of East Alton. From that time, 
she says, he called on her regularly, 
took her buggy riding and made love 
to her. 

A year ago, she says, he persuaded 
her to sell her hotel. Instead of selling 
it for cash, however, she traded it for 
a home on Dry street, and the buyer of 
the hotel assumed her building associa- 
tion obligations. He had told her, she 
says, that after the hotel was sold they 
would be married and he would take 
her to California. 

How He Got the Cash. 

Last February she heard that he was 
married. He denied it. Feb. 17, at his 
suggestion, she says, she sold her home 
for $1050 and turned the money over to 
him to deposit in his own name in Al- 
ion. This, she says, was in the expecta- 
tion that he was to be her husband and 
that argument was used by him to per- 
suade her to let him deposit it in his

While the mob was battering at the 
doors of the jail, Etherington spent his 
time praying and writing a letter to his 
parents, farmers living near Willisburg, 
Ky. Then he tried to end his life by 
wrapping his coat around his head and 
setting it on fire. Other prisoners inter- 
fered and saved the young man for the 
mob. 


Several Prisoners Escape. 
When the jail doors finally gave way

The mob pulied on the rope and cut 
him short. He remained hanging for an 
hour while the crowd quietly left. 


There were hundreds of women and 


little children in the crowd, all eager to 
accomplish Etherington’s death. No 
member of the mbb was masked, and no 
attempt was made to conceal their iden- 
tity. The leadgrs were personal friends 
of William Howard who had been killed 
by Etherington. 

The lynching of Etherington was the 
culmination of rioting that had con- 
tinued nearly all day, being caused by 
raids on ‘“speak-easies’’ by. detectives 
brought here from Cleveland. In one 
of these raids Howard, who was for- 
merly Chief of Police, was shot. Seven 
detectives were at once arrested. Ether- 
ington, who admitted that he had done 
the shooting, was taken to the jail, 
while his companions were put in the 
city prison. 


News of Death Inflames Mob. 
Howard was taken to the hospital, 


where he died about 8:30 o’clock. News 
of his death reached the crowd sur- 
rounding the jail, battering rams were 
brought and the attack on the jail was 
made. , 

Etherington was only 22 years old. He 
had been engaged by the Cleveland de- 
tective agency only a few days ago. 
He had previously been working as a 
strikebreaker. After he was lynched 
the other detectives were turned loose 
as a measure of safety. They lost no 
time in leaving the city. 

Troops Not Called Out. 

“The lynching could easily have been 
prevented,’”” Weybrecht said today. ‘‘The 
established fact that the mob worked 


_at the jail for two hours, tells the story 


Oi negligence. If troops had been called 
,for, when they should have been, the 
State of Ohio would not now be dis- 
graced. 

Fully 600 unmasked residents aided 
in the hanging of Etherington and will 
face a grand jury investigation. The 
authorities have caused it to be known 
that such an inves-igation will be made 
as soon as the grand jury convenes. 

It is said that when the detectives 
entered Howard’s restaurant armed 
with a warrant authorizing a search for 
liquor, Howard made no resistance, but 
was shot wantonly.

Following a political conference at 
David R. Francis’ residence, Nelson Ww. 
McLeod, one of the Folk-for-President 
leaders, announced that he was for 
Francis for Senator. Others at the 
‘, conference were former Governor Lon 
V. Stephens, Charles W. Knapp, editor 
of the St. Louls Republic, Harry B. 
Hawes and Judge W. N. Evans of 
West Plains, Mo. 

McLeod’s announcement is interpreted 
by Folk’s friends as meaning that Fran- 
cis is ready to climb into the Folk-for- 
President band wagon. McLeod, accord- 
ing to the Folk men, has stated repeat- 
edly that he intended to pursue the 
ecurse in the senatorship contest most 
likely to promote Folk’s chances for 
the presidency. 

After making the announcement Mc- 
Leod departed for an eastern summer 
resort. McLeod and Francis are fellow 
directors of the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. 

Reed Seemed to Have Lead, 

The Francis supporters have been very 

much alarmed over the fact that prac- 
* tieally all of the Folk followers through- 
= out the state have declared for James A. 
Reed for Senator. Edward F. Goltra, 
member of the executive committee of 
the Domocratic State Committee, has 
been sounding sentiment as regards 
Francis’ chances of winning. Goltra was 
told plainly by men familiar with the 
situation in the country that Francis, 
' at the present time, was not in the race 
“pnd that the Folk-Reed combination 
_ would overwhelm him. 
After Goltra reported the situation to 
' Francis, his friends are said to have 
decided that something must be done to 
check the coalition between the Folk 
and Reed forces. 

Judge Evans could not be found in St. 
- Louis Saturday. He was appointed a 
judge by Francis when he was Governor 


and has told the Folk men in St. Louis 


that he wished to vote for Francis for 
Senator. At the same time he sent word 
that he had not found more than twelve 
Democrats in his district who were for 
Francis for Senator. 


Vandiver Is For Reed, 

W'. D. Vandiver, who was Insurance 
Commissioner under Folk, and is now 
one of his staunchest supporters satd 
Saturday: 

“IT do not know whether the inter- 
view with Mr. McLeod was authorized 
nor what may be his reason for the 
course he is taking. But I do know 
this: that Mcleod is loyal to the move- 
ment for Folk-for-President and I do 
not believe that he will take any course 
that will, in any sense, jeopardize the 
‘Folk campaign. 

“As for myself, I probably will be too 
closely confined to my business to al- 
low me to give much time to the po- 
litical campaign, but I don’t hesitate 
to say under present circumstances. I 
shall support Reed for Senator. 

“I think the stand Reed has taken 
In reference to the Folk movement is 
very much appreciated by Gov. Folk’s 
friends throughout the State and there 
can be no doubt as to his qualifications 
for the senatorship. He has always 
been a loyal Democrat and I believe 
he will make an able Senator.” 

Francis Opposed Indorsement. 

_- The Francis folk have been opposing 
the indorsement of Folk for President 
by the State convention of candidates in 
September. The Folk supporters ex- 
pect, as the result of McLeod’s an- 
nouncement and an expected announce- 
ment from Judge Evans, that the op- 
position to the indorsement on the part 
of Francis will cease.

LAWYER HENRY T. KENT DIES 


SUDDENLY OF RHEUMATISM 


The death of Henry T. Kent, follow- 
ing by a few days that of Francis A. 
Drew, has removed the second of two 
active and conspicuous advocates of 
St. Louis civic improvement. . 

Mr. Kent died at his bachelor apart- 
ments, the Pendennis, 3737 Washington 
boulevard, at 7 p. m.

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“CNCLE WASH.” 
OHN TROTWOOD MOORE, the 
middle part of whose name has 
Fy been somewhat distinguished in 
Southern letters, has compiled a book 
of tales told by an old darky, one of 
the before-the-war slaves, that em- 


‘bodies many laughs and quaint phiios- 


ophy, even if it is devoid of what many 
eall “literature.” The former slave is 
garrulous and does not always stick to 
the story he is telling, but his by- 
journeys are entertaining and he is a 
more agreeable companion when you 
are not trying to go some place than 
he would be if you were in a hurry to 
reach your destination. 

Many will criticise the dialect—few 
will recognize ‘ever’ in “urver,”’ or 
“never’ in “nurver,’’ and there is no 
apparent reason fer writing all” 
“fawl’—and it does make the reading 
hard at times. But “Uncle Wash” is 
not for those who Go not love the old 
darky or who, at least, are unwilling 
to try to understand his English. The 
stories that he tells, for the most part, 
denend equally on the incident and the 


manner of the telling for their effec- 


tiveness, and they perhaps depend more 
on the humor of the reader. You will 
like the stories or dislike them, accord- 
ing as you are in the mood or not. 

The first story in the book—and one 
mentioned in the advertisements—is, 
perhaps, the worst. It is not funny and 
it is distinctly suggestive. One can 
hardly become interested in the amor- 
ous exploits of a megro, and u the 
book goes into a second edition it 
would be just as well to leave “‘Sister 
Ca’line’s Enticement’ out. And it 
would also be wise to take “The Ner- 
vous Goats” or “How Jenny McGrew 
Came to Her Own” and start the book 
with it. They are tales of entirely 
different. types, but they are ‘both ex- 
cellent. (Thee John C. Winston Co., 
Philadelphia.) 

“AROUND THE WORLD WITH A 
BUSINESS MAN.” 

HERE are two kinds of travel 
books. One is the imaginative, ab- 
normally perceptive kind, whose 

writers feel more than they see, and 
make the reader hesitate to visit the 
same places, lest he might not perceive 
as much as they did. In this class are 
certain works of Marion Crawford, De- 
Amicis, Symonds and Hutton. 

The other kind is the log-book sort, 
where the writer simply sets down what 
he sees because it is there for every- 
‘one to see, and what he is told along 
the way, with frequent comparisons to 
home sights and customs. Without word- 
weaving, he convinces the reader that 
the places visited are really worth see- 
ing, and that anyone élse could enjoy 
himself there as thoroughly as the 
writer has done. 


Leander A. Bigger, a Hutchinson 


(Kan.) business man, has written the lat- 


ter kind of a travel book, which fills 
four brilliantly bound volumes. There 
is a great deal about Kansas in the 
took, but there is a great deal more 
about the countries visited. If Mr. Big- 
ger kept his eyes open in his business 


life as thoroughly as he did in his 


travels, one wonders how he escaped 
owning the entire State of Kansas. . 

There is a quaint pleasure in reading 
that the seven hills of Rome are not so 
steep as the street grades of Kansas 
City, and that the King of Denmark 
lives in about the same style as the 
Governor at Topeka. One wonders how 
Dr. Cook would have fared had he 
gone first to the Governor of Kansas. 
While historical and statistical facts are 
packed pretty closely together in some 
chapters, there are also plenty of pleas- 
ing travel incidents. In the chapter 
on Gibraltar the following is set down:

JUNGLE” is the title of a 
readable little book written by John 
Callan O’Loughlin, a newspaper corre- 
spondent, who was sent to meet the 
mighty hunter at Khartoum and return 
with him to civilization. The title might 
well have been “Through Europe With 
O'Loughlin,” by Theodore Roosevelt. 
There ts a thrilling account of O’Lough- 
lin’s achievement in beating the other 
correspondents to Roosevelt as he was 
coming down the Nile, and obtaining 
from him that famous and world-stirring 
interview: ‘‘I have nothing to say.” The 
book contains a complete resume of the 
Vatican incident, together with an ap- 
parently inspired argument in support 
of Roosevelt’s action in calling off his 
projected visit to the Pope. There is 
also an account of the various recep- 
tions and audiences granted to the for- 
mer President in the capitals of Europe. 
The book is bound in paper, and is 
issued by the Chapple Publishing Co. 
of Boston. 

From the press of the L. W. Walter 
Co., Chicago, comes an illustrated vol- 
ume entitled ‘‘Roosevelt Among the 
People.’”’ It is an account of his 14,000- 
mile journey from ocean to ocean and 
back in 1908, and it eontains the prin- 
cipal speeches which he made on that 
presidential tour. 

‘Veldt, the Lion Hunter,” is the title 
of a work described by its author, James 
M. Reilly, as a comic opera whirl. May- 
be it is. Anyway, it is written in comic- 
opera form. There are jingles and 
lyrics, all, in a thinly veiled way, turn- 
ing on the exploits of Teddy. Such 
productions are largely a matter of 
taste, and wholly beyond the pale of 
criticism. The Broadway Publishing Co. 
is sponsor for the book. 

Fletcher C. Ransom, a magazine car- 
toonist, has managed to get a lot of 
fun, of the sort intended toe appeal 
both to adults and to small folk, out of 
Col. Roosevelt’s hunting trip. He ts 
author of the text as well as the pic- 
tures, but the pictures are thé better. 
The book is called ‘“‘My Policies in Jun- 
gleland,’’ and is published by Barse & 
Hopkins, New York. 

Allen Warner calls his compllation 
of Roosevelt speeches “‘The Real Roose- 
velt—His Forceful Utterances on Various 
Subjects.”

She draws a few scenes 
in a newspaper office merely as a means 
of explaining the existence of her hero. 
Few writers get the ‘“atmesphere’’ of 
a newspaper office in a novel, and few 
have missed it as far as Miss Buhrans. 
If there was ever such a city editor as 
Carter Stuart, he has never come within 
the knowledge as this writer, who has 
known perhaps 50 city editors of met- 
ropolitan dailies. 
Miss Buhrans also makes the mistake 
of believing that the city editor gets a 
salary that enables him to maintain

a daughter as a society girl who would 
regard even a star reporter as presum- 
ing should he talk to her. At the risk 
of giving away secrets, it may be said 
that many city editors get no more sal- 
ary than star reporters, and few of 
either class maintain daughters as idle 
social butterflies. 

“The Cave-Woman” is hard reading 
because {t was apparently hard writing. 
It has too many words it in. There ate 
pages and pages of dialogue that get 
nowhere, and then one finds a few 
sentences like these: 

“It often behaved so queerly, that 
brain of his! There were times when 
it was so impertinently, foolishly, open 
to the invasion of things. That was in 
the absence of its cherished tenant, 
thought—the tenant that wound the 
sheerest drapery about her white body, 
and stepped in and in long-limber, slen- 
der stateliness. In spite of Creighton’s 
desire to retain her, thought eluded him 
eften in this way, being quite gone 
when he searched for her, and leaving 
the door of her orderly house open to 
intruders, 

“It was then that the annoying, at 
times disgusting, invasion of things 
began. They poured in from goodness 
knows where, until the rooms so lately 
left vacant of the chaste delights, the 
lumious joys, and finer excesses of 
this. transient tenant, were filled with 
a useless fullness that tired his senses 
and dragged his soul downward.” 

This is merely a sample of the “fine 
writing’’ in, which the book abounds, 
the class of words in which the 
thoughts are concealed. And the author 
does so overwork the word ‘whimsi- 
cally” and misuse the word “secure.”’ 

Most of the action of the book takes 
place at a summer hotel, where the 
poet-reporter goes to solve, for his pa- 
per, the mystery surrounding the theft 
of jewels from guests. Incidentally he 
sets about solving the mystery of a 
woman who takes refuge from a storm 
in a dark cave the poet had previously 
entered. The two have a fine and 
edifying talk without seeing each 
other’s faces, though the poet tells his 
name, Another woman whe was in 
the cave without the knowledge of the 
other occupants adds to the complica- 
tions, but the poet-reporter solves both 
his problems. He ought to have done 
so without talking so much, and- he 
ought not have permitted his friends 
to be so garrulous. (Henry Holt & Co., 
New York.) ; 


“THE GREAT NATURAL HEALER.” 
NE almost suspects, reading ‘‘The 


Great Natura) Healer,”’ that its 

author, Charles Heber Clark 
(Max Adeler) has not the greatest rev- 
erence for established schools of medi- 
cine. The story seems to incline more 
to the side of mental héaling, but the 
easiest conclusion is that the writer was 
trying to have some fun with all sorts 
of healers. He succeeded in this. 

The hero is a mysterious stranger in 
a small community. Not having chosen 
to tell everyone his busienss, he pre- 
sumed, because of something about his 
looks, to be a physician, and is drafted, 
willy-nilly, to minister te the neighbor- 
hood ailments. His remarkable suc- 
cesses, with no other medicaments than 
a little quinine and paregoric, and the 
manner in: which his growing fame 
drove him into exile, form an amusing 
tale, well adapted to a spare summer 
hour. An hour is enough, for the little 
board-bound book has but 80 pages.

RECOVERS FROM 
BAD ROP REPORT 


Stocks Advance Sharply and 
Gains of One or Two 
Points Are Made. 


WEAKNESS IN LONDON 


Bank Statement Is Better 
Than Was Anticipated— 
- Loans Are Reduced. 


By Lensed Wire From the New York 
: ' Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 9.—The Evening 
Post in its copyrighted financial review 
today says: 

The New York market recovered par- 
tially from its disappointment at the 
Government crop showing and after a 
hesitant tone at the opening, prices ad- 
vanced rather generally throughout the 
list. The gains ranged from one to two 
points above the closing level of yes- 
terday, affording evidence of well- 
planned support. 

The recovery here was in sharp con- 
trast to the heaviness in American 
stocks at London, where some rather 
heavy selling was encountered. Al! the 
foreign markets were more or less dis- 
turbed by the indicated impairment in 
spring wheat in the United States, al- 
though it was generally recognized that 
the damage had not reached a stage 
where it could not be largely remedied 
by favorable weather conditions from 
now on. \ 

Selling Was’ Overdone. 

The heavy buying of stocks of the so- 
éalled spring “wheat roads, which was a 
decided feature of the day's movement 
here, relfected the feeling that yester- 
day's late selling had been largely over- 
done. The market here became very 
active and sirong towards the ciose, 
with many of the active shares selling 
near the best prices of the day. 

The movement of wheat in the West 
was excited and higher, there being a 
‘sharp early advance at Chicago, fol- 
lowed by a partial reaction later on. 

There was no new development to ex- 
plain the late strength in stocks, but 
the feeling prevailed that a reassuring 
statement bearing on the freight-rate 
situation might ‘ve forthcoming from 
Washington in a day or two. 

The bank statement was better than 
had been anticipated. A reduction of 
$24,000,000 in actual loans, with a mod- 
erate cash gain, enlarged the surplus 
$10,089,000. The average surplus de- 
creased $7,591,000, showing that the banks 
had improved their position as the week 
advanced. 

The striking feature of the trust com 
pany return was the tremendous fall- 
ing off in deposits, $42,568,000, as against 
a loan reduction of only $27,267,000. Both 
the trust company return and the bank 
statement evidenced the usual shifting 
of balances incident to the return flow 
of dividend money from the great out- 
of-town centers. 

The clearing house figures giving the 
position of New York banks on June 
20 last showed $30,144,000 loan contrac- 
tion since the March returns were com- 
piled. The changes reported by interior 
banks will be available in a few da¥s, 
end will, no doubt, be highly interest- 
ing.

WHEAT 1S WILD 
ON Tht CROP 
REPORT OF 61 Bie 


Prices Rocket Three Cents a 
Bushel as the Market 
Opens, 


A rush of accumulated buying or- 
ders, attracted by the sensationally 
bullish Government report of 61.6 on 
spring wheat, sent prices upward 
with a rush at the opening of to- 
day’s grain market. 

At times the trading was so rapid 
and wild that sales were made at 
wide ranges in price in different 
parts of the pit, 

Before the opening a suppressed ex- 
citement was noticeable among the 
traders and curb markets in the 
Northwest were three to four cents 
higher than the final figures of Fri- 


“Ta Chicago July wheat sold at $1.06%, 
against $1.03 Friday; Sept. at $1.6, 
against $1.01%, and Dec. at $1.00, against 
$1.0556. 

In Minneapolis Sept. wheat jumped 
from $1.10%, Friday's close, to $1.12%, 
and Dee. \to $1.11 from a final at $1.08. 

St. Louis July wheat sold at $1.02%, 
against 99%c Friday; Sept. at $1.02%, 
against 99%c, and Dec. at $1.04, against 
$1.01%. All other maz-kets recorded pro- 
nounced gains. 

The Government estimate placing the 
position of spring wheat on July 1 at 
61.6 showed a loss from June l, of 31.3 
per cent: On June 1 the crop condition 
was 92.8 against 95.2 last year and a 
10-year average of 92.6. 

There has only been one lower average 
than 61.6 on spring wheat shown by the 
Government in the past 20 years, and 
that was in 1900, when the figure was 
55.2 and the crop totaled 172,000,000 bu. 

In only two years since 1890 has the 
crop dropped below 70. In 1893 it touched 
67 and the crop was 237,954,000 bu. In 
1904, 67.1 was recorded and the yield 
was 219,464,000 bu. 

On the present basis of 61.6 the yield 
indicated, even considering the increased 
acreage of 1,349,000, is approximately 
210,000,000 bushels, against 290,823,000 bu. 
last year. 

The three great spring wheat states, 
North and South Dakota and Minne- 
sota, indicate a harvest of 162,000,000 bu. 
against 232,000,000 bu. last year. 

The yield in North Dakota was prac- 
tically cut in half in 8 days, being 4 
per cent against 98 on June 1, 1909, and 
8 the 10-year average. 

While spring wheat was losing, winter 
wheat gained 15 per cent for the month 
at 81.5 against 80 in Juné; and 86.7 the 10- 
year average. 

The yield indicated is 416,000,000 bushels 
or 8,000,000 bushels more._than on June 1. 
The crop in 1909 was 446,366,000 bushels. 

The general wheat average on July 1, 
was 73.5 against 86.5 last.year anti 84 the 
10-year average. 

The total wheat yield indicated is 624,- 
000,000 buehels or- 118,000,000 bushels less 
than in 1909 when the joint crop was 
737,189,000 bushels. 

The loss in spring wheat began about 
June 15, so that in two weeks North 
Dakota declined 48 points and South 
Dakota 28 points. This is over 2 or 3 
points a day shrinkage. 

There has been ten days cumulative 


was compiled, and at same rate, North 
Dakota would now be down to about 
bread and seed and South Dakota to 
less than half a@ crop. 

The weather map shows no general 
relief in sight. There were light scat- 
tered. showers in wide sections of the 
spring wheat area, but no general 
rains. The forecast is for fair weather 
over Sunday. 

Liverpool reflected excited market, 
with the Government report exceeding 
all bullish estimates. Spot markets were 
strong with Manitoba grades 2444 high- 
‘er. Cargo arrivals practically nil and 
held 3@6d higher. Cables closed 2%@ 
2% higher. 

Cash wheat men say the Government 
report and advance in prices has not 
stimulate the cash wheat demand. 
Latter is slim and not up to former level 
as buyers have not followed bulge in fu- 
tures. 

Cash wheat locally ‘was firm but quiet, 
with soft winter offerings light. Hard 
scarce, but higher. Milling demand lim- 
ited,. Cash corn „e higher; offers. smal! 
and cleaned up by local and shipping | C 
buyers. Cash oats; small offers and 
little demand. Mixed scarce, but steady. 
Demand light for white. 

‘Corn showed weakness on the Govern- 
ment report showing 114,083,000 acres, the 
largest on record, and a condition of 
$5.4, against 89.3 last year and a 10-year 
average of %.1. The crop suggested is 
about 3,000,000,000 bushels, against 2212 
772,000,000 last year. 

Oats reflécted strength on the report 
showing 82,2 against 91 last month and 
86.6 the 10-year average. The loss for 
the month is placed at about 20,000,000 
bushels. Last year’s yield wag 1,007, . 
363,000 bushels. 

Minneapolis received 118 cars of wheat, 
against 77 last year. Duluth 21 against 
19 last year and Winnipeg 119 against 
6 last year, 

Local receipts of wheat were 39,609 
bu, or 25 cars local and 8 through, last 
year 56,566 bu, or 202% sacks, 41 cars 
local and 11 through. 

Local receipts of corn were $3,600 bu, 
or &% ears local and 8 through; last 
year 43,28 or 158 sacks, 27 cars local 
and 12 through. 

Local receipts of oats were 43,900 -bu, 
or 21 cars local and 8 through; last year
